Auditing 

If  you  are  interested  in  registering  for 
a credit  course  but  are  not  interested  in 


receiving  academic  credit,  you  may 
audit  the  course.  Students  auditing  a 
course  are  expected  to  attend  class  regu- 
larly, to  take  part  in  all  aspects  of  class 
work,  but  are  not  required  to  write 
term  papers,  or  take  examinations.

Grade  Reports 

Grade  reports  are  issued  to  the  student 
approximately  two  weeks  after  the  end 
of  each  semester.

Grade 
reports  cannot  be  used  as  transcripts. 

Grades  - Incomplete 

(Graduates) 

Graduate  students  may  be  granted  a 
grade  of  incomplete  by  the  instructor 
for  good  and  sufficient  reason.  Grades 
of  Incomplete  should  be  resolved  as 
soon  as  possible.  The  program  director 
and  graduate  committee  of  the  various 
Master’s  and  C.A.G.S.  programs  are 
free  to  develop  their  own  policies 
regarding  grades  of  incomplete  and  will 
consider  each  student’s  case  individually. 


Grades  - Incomplete 

(Undergraduates) 

INC  (incomplete)  may  be  given  when  all 
the  requirements  of  the  course  have  not 
been  completed;  however,  the  student 
must,  in  the  judgment  of  the  instructor, 
have  already  successfully  completed  a 
substantial  part  of  the  requirements.  In 
order  to  receive  a grade  in  a course  with 
a INC  (incomplete),  the  student  shall 
make  arrangements  directly  with  the 
instructor.  It  is  the  student’s  respon- 
sibility to  contact  the  instructor. 

ALL  INCOMPLETES  MUST  BE 
MADE  UP  BY  THE  EIGHTH  WEEK 
OF  THE  SEMESTER  IMMEDIATELY 
FOLLOWING  THE  SEMESTER  IN 
IN  WHICH  THE  INCOMPLETE 
WAS  RECEIVED.  If  this  requirement 
is  not  fulfilled,  the  designation  of  in- 
complete becomes  a final  grade  of  0.0. 

A grade  can  never  be  removed  from  the 
transcript. 

Office  Hours:  Faculty 

The  faculty  of  the  Program  of  Con- 
tinuing Education  come  from  the  Bos- 
ton State  faculty,  from  neighboring 
colleges  and  universities  and  from  the 
business  and  professional  community. 
Each  faculty  member  will  determine 
his  or  her  own  office  hours  and  will 
inform  students  of  the  time  and  place. 
The  Continuing  Education  Office  will 
not  give  out  faculty  telephone  numbers 
under  any  circumstances. 

Student  Classification 

Students  may  register  for  courses  in  the 
Program  of  Continuing  Education 
under  two  basic  categories: 

UNCLASSIFIED  (Nondegree  Can- 
didates): Students  may  register  for 
courses  as  unclassified  students  if 
they  have  not  applied  for  admission 
to  an  undergraduate  or  graduate 
degree  program.  Registration  in 
course  work  is  equivalent  to  admis- 
sion to  the  Program  of  Continuing 
Education  as  an  Unclassified  student. 

MATRICULATED  (Accepted  De- 
gree Candidate):  Students  who  have 
applied  and  been  formally  admitted 
to  an  undergraduate  or  graduate 
degree  program  register  as  matricu- 
lated students.  Graduate  students 
interested  in  applying  for  matricula- 
tion should  follow  procedures  listed 


in  the  Graduate  catalog;  under- 
graduate students  should  schedule  an 
appointment  with  a counselor  in  the 
Office  of  Continuing  Education  be- 
fore applying  for  matriculation. 
Although  it  is  not  always  required, 
many  prospective  degree  candidates 
who  have  been  away  from  formal 
accredited  study  for  a lengthy  period 
of  time  have  found  it  beneficial  to 
complete  15  credits  of  course  work 
prior  to  applying  for  acceptance  into 
a degree  program.  Undergraduate 
students  may  matriculate  and  pursue 
a degree  through  the  Program  of 
Continuing  Education  in  most  of  the 
academic  programs  offered  at  the 
College.  However,  certain  programs 
requiring  specialized  course  and  field 
work  or  clinical  supervision  are  avail- 
able only  through  the  Day  Division. 

It  is  suggested  that  undergraduates 
interested  in  applying  for  matricula- 
tion talk  with  a counselor  to  discuss 
academic  degree  requirements,  trans- 
fer credit,  credit  by  examination 
opportunities  and  the  selection  of  a 
beneficial  program  of  study. 


Student  I.D.’s 

I.D.  Cards  are  required  of  all  students 
and  will  be  requested  for  the  use  of  the 
library  and  other  college  facilities.

Undergraduate  Degree 
Requirements 

Once  a student  has  applied  and  been 
accepted  as  a matriculated  student  in  a 
degree  program,  the  degree  require- 
ments of  that  program  must  be  met. 
Degree  candidates  must  complete  a 
major  and  a minor  concentration.  A 
major  concentration  requires  completion 
of  30-36  semester  hours  as  specified 
by  the  department;  the  minor  concen- 
tration consists  of  18-21  semester  hours 
as  specified  by  the  department.  In  addi- 
tion, the  General  Education  require- 
ments specified  in  the  undergraduate 
catalog  must  be  satisfied.
